aged nearly six degrees w anner th an 
norm al. 
Tile 
average

daily tem perature was given a t 57 
degrees and the average m inim um 
at 35 degrees. The average tem pera­ 
ture for the m onth was 46 degrees. 
The greatest range of tem perature 
in any 24-hour period occurred on 
M arch 22 when the m ercury moved 
through 40 degrees of tem perature. 
R ainfall was about 
norm al, 
the 
records show. 
T he total am ount 
m easured w as 3.5 inches an d the n or­ 
mal for the m onth is tw o-hundredths 
of an inch above th a t figure, Doctor 
Stew'art said. 
The heaviest rainfall 
was listed on M arch 14 
when

inches fell in a 24-hour period. 
T here was an inch and a quarter 
of precipitation which

T hirteen days last m onth were list­ 
ed as clear and

were cloudy, 
while the other six were recorded as 
partly cloudy. 
G ettysburg received 
about 50 per cent of the available 
sunshine during the last 31 days, it 
is estim ated.

Philadelphia April I (AP).—Chet 
A, Keys, counsel for the R uth Leg­ 
islative commission, said today the 
group would recommend to the leg­ 
islature the creation of a judicial 
council to “police the courts and dis­ 
trict attorneys.” 
Keyes said the commission, set up 
to invesigate judicial procedure in 
Pennsylvania, had discovered “ample 
evidence” that the present system 
perm itted abuses. 
“It is essential that the courts be 
kept under perm anent scrutiny to 
prevent or counteract either hum an 
frailty or a purposeful stepping out­ 
side the law by judges and district 
attorneys,” he decayed. 
“The commission found a great 
num ber of cases of star-cham ber 
hearings and secret releases of pris­ 
oners. Sometimes, they were the re­ 
sult of honest error or honorable m o­ 
tives. 
But also at times, they ap­ 
parently were the fruit of sinister 
motives,” 
The proposed council would con­ 
sist of the chief justice of the state 
Supreme court; the president judge 
of the Superior court; the chairm en 
of the Senate and House judiciary 
committees; the ranking minority 
members of the same committees; 
the head of the legislative reference 
bureau; the attorney general; four 
members of the bar and two lay citi­ 
zens appointed by the Governor and 
confirmed by the Senate. 
Keyes said other recommendations 
would Include taking of trial lists out 
of the hands of the district a t­ 
torney’s office and placing them in 
charge of the judges.

HAVE of late visited homes where Wealth itself has been challenged. 


And I 
have talked with men of power, and then with those of simple mien, 
happy in their lot. 
The pomp of power is but for a day. In the words of the poet Gray, 
‘‘the paths of glory lead but to the grave”—and that grave can be no 
more pretentious to the great God than the humblest of this earth. 
“A wee cot” and “the glad, sweet face ofi her” holds more power and 
glory than anything that the genius of man is able to contrive. To love 
beauty in all its forms, to walk simply, without acclaim, and to recognize 
in all the creations of nature a divine plan, is to know more of life and 
living than all the pomp of power and boasted wealth that the few have 
striven to gain. 
I visited a home upon a hillside recently, just a few miles from the city 
where I spent a week-end. The husband has planned it all himself, and 
built most of it with his own hands. There was simplicity and beauty 
in every nook and corner. 
I looked into the face of that man and 
whispered to myself that his home was a picture of his own face and of 
his own radiant personality. 
No conqueror, or stealer of nations, can ever gain such glory as hovers 
about one simple home, with love casting its lights and shadows about its 
walls, and with fragrant flowers clinging to its doorstep and playing 
about its garden paths. 
That which gives power and influence to a nation is not its piled-up 
wealth and extended possessions, but its small farms and humble home­ 
steads. its millions of honest and willing workers, desiring only a decent 
chance and the opportunity to really live, unmolested, to work out their 
own ideas of simple happiness.
